with) only six weeks training before 
they came out here, and then most 
of the stuff we learned while 
on 
training was of no use to us—every 
man Is .pretty near on "his own" in 
the line, and I know this bunch of 
kiltie lads" is more than, a match 


for anything in the men line that the 
Germans have.

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NURSES NEEDED. 


Another urgent appeal for regis- 


tration of more nurses was issued 
yesterday by Miss Mary M. Roberts, 
director 
of nursing, lake division, 


American Red Cross. 
The appeal 


•was made in response to Surgeon 
General Gorgas' recent request that 
the Red Cross supply 5000 nurses be- 
fore June 1 for service in American 
military hospitals in the 
United 


States and abroad. 


"More than 7000 nurses have been 


enrolled by the Red Cross since the 
United States became a participant 
it the war," said Miss Roberts to- 
day, "but as the war progresses, the 
imperative need for a greater army 
of nurses grows daily. 


"An earnest appeal is made to the 


registered nurses of Ohio, Indiana 
and Kentucky to volunteer for this 
service. We also appeal to the pub- 
lic and to the physicians employing 
these nurses to make it possible lor 
them, without too great a sacrifice. 
to hold themselves in readiness to 
respond to the call of their country. 


"We also wish to bring to the at- 


tention of nurses the unusual oppor- 
tunities offered by the war-risk in- 
surance law. 
The provisions of this 


bill apply equally to nurses assigned 
to duty as members of the army and 
navy nurse corps and make it possi- 
ble for- the nurse to secure, at nom- 
inal rates, protection for herself as 
well as for designated members of 
her family dependent upon her. 


"A great responsibility rests upon 


the nurses of the country. They are 
the only group of women recognized 
as a part of the military establish- 
ment. 
While thousands of nurses 


will be needed, the number is rel- 
atively small compared with 
the 


number of women in America who 
should stand back of them and make 
possible the service for wihch they 
are so greatly needed. 


"No finer patriotic service can be 


rendered 
by well-educated 
young 


•women anywhere, than that of the 
students in schools for nurses who 
are 
definitely 
preparing for 
the 


larger professional field of the grad- 
uate nurse."

PROFESSIONAL ATHLETES 


AS SOLDIERS. 


(New 
York Times.) 


"A prominent Glasgow physician 


who has had experience at the front 
in France is quoted by the New York 
Medical Record as saying that pro- 
fessional football players are 
not 


wanted in the trenches because their 
endurance lias been found to be less 
than one-third that of the ordinary 
soldier taken fro mthe 
desk, 
the 


farm, or the shop. He explains this 
rather surprising inferiority as due 
to the fact that the football players 
have been so highly trained for the 
game that their nerves cannot long 
endure a further strain. 


Whether this theory of an observ- 


ed fact is true or not. it is 
easily 


credible to anybody who has had oc- 
casion to study the specialized ath- 
lete when unfamiliar demands are 
made upon his strength and staying 
powers. .We do not run to profes- 
sional football in this country, even 
the college players hardly coming in 
that category, but we have profes- 
sional players of baseball, and this 
report from the Glasgow physician 
may warrant suspicion that even if 
our ball players of high degree had 
hurried to enlist—curiously few of 
them did. by the way—their value 
as soldiers would not have been as 
great as their ability in their own 
line seemed to promise 


For military work only military 


training will do, apparently, and it 
is a notable fact that military train- 
ing, 
on its distinctly physical side, 


aims at and attains a general bodily 
development that is rarely or never 
produced by 
preparation 
for 
the 


sports and games called athletic. Cer- 
tainly there is no such difference be-' 
tween the ordinary young civilian 
and the stars of the playing fields as 
there is between that young civilian 
and the bovs who have been in one 
of the military training camps for 
a few months, or even a few weeks. 
Distinction in sports and games is 
gained at a cost which the soldier in 
the making does not have to pay, and 
that, as long as it remains true, will 
be a repreach to college athletes. 


The aim of the camp drillmaster is 


not to make a few stars for the ma- 
jority of the troops to applaud 
in 


displays of phenomenal skill; his far 
worthier object is that of raising to 
high standards of excellence all the 
young men who come under his stern 
but beneficial rule. 


THE MAIL OF AN ARMY. 


(St. Louis Post Dispatch.) 


On a transport that recently ar- 


rived in France the mail for soldiers 
filled a space 100 feet long by 12 
feet high and 10 feet wide. The let- 
ters numbered 715.980. but as they 
averaged only a little less than four 
tenths of an ounce each their total 
weight was but eight and one-half 
tons, and they were easily conveyed 
in one mail car 
after 
being 
put 


ashore. 
It was the parcel post mail that 


presented a problem. 
Its 335,840 


packages filled 7,452 mail bags and 
weighed 113 tons. It took 19 cars 
to transport it down the line to the 
various places where our boys are 
stationed. 
As essential supplies and 


ammunition were at the same time 
making great demands, not only on 
ship space, but on the railroad facil- 
ities of France, it was natural for 
those charged with transport respon- 
sibilities to nope that pressure on 
overseas postal facilities might not 
be increased unnecessarily. The con- 
tents of many ol the packages con- 
sisted of pastries and other perisha- 
ble things that deteriorated 
during 


the voyage and of articles easily ob- 
tainable at the canteens. 


But, of course, our boys in France 


must not get the idea that they have 
been forgotten. 
To guard against 


that is as important as some other 
matters. 
"When a 
single 
steamer 


brought mail matter enough to give 
ever}' American over there at least 
one letter and many two letters and 
a parcel for every other American, 
the fact must have ben strongly im- 
pressed on the boys that somebody 
back home was thinking of them.

fessor Werner Sotnbart, a voluminous 
writer and a teacher 
of economics 


in tbe Berlin High School: 


We (Germans) understand all for- 


eign nations. None of them under- 
stands vs. and none of them can un- 
derstand us. 


There is not much to choose be- 


tween the New York editor and the 
German writer. 
It is not true tl'al 


we understand the Germans, for even 
after three and a half years or war 
their conception of the State and their 
sublime faith in Teutonic kultur re- 
mains largely 
incomwrehensive 
to 


Anglo-Saxon minds. 
On tHe 
other 


hand. Professor Sombart's statement 
that Germans understand all foreign 
nalioi9<; is laughably false. 
Never 


was there a people that read so much 
and wrote so many, books about oth- 
er nationalities, and yet was so <3ense- 
Iv ignorant of the soul of those whom 
they professed to understand. 
Be- 


fore the war the Germans despised 
the French as 
being 
degenerate, 


while Great Britain was sunposed to 
be so torn by domestic dissension? 
Hiat she could not fight, and 
the 


I'nited States had become so ener- 
vated by prosperity that she dare not 
face tbe warlike Teuton. Every pre- 
diction made has been proved false 
by events. 


While neither 
side 
thoroughlv 


comprehends the point of view of the 
other, there is this to be said in fav- 
or of the mental attitude of the Brit- 
s.sh, Americans. French and Italians 
as compared with that of the Ger- 
mans: 
People of the Entente 
na- 


tions have no desire to impose their 
civilization or standards 
of 
living 


upon the Germans. They ask only to 
he left alone, and sre perfectly wil- 
ling to allow the Germans to con* 


older themselves tho 
salt 
of 
the 


earth, if they are so lucking In humor 
as to hold such a thought seriously. 
The Teutons, however, contend that 
they have a mission to perform in 
the world — the extension of 
their 


kultur to more benighted 
nations. 


Thus Mr. Archer quotes another Ger- 
man writer as follows: 


We are indeed entrusted here on 


earth with a doubly sacred mission; 
not only to protect kultur . 
against the narrow-hearted huckster 
spirit of a thoroughly corrupt and in- 
wardly rotten commercialism, but al- 
so to impart kultur in its most aug- 
ust probity, nobility and glory to the 
whole of humanity, and thereby con- 
tribute not a little to its salvation.

same effect coul dbe given. 
Non- 


Teutons object to being kulturized. 
Resistance to this aggressive German 
spirit is one of the deep, underlying 
causes o fthe war.

Washington, March 30.—The sit- 


uation on the battle fronts in Pic- 
ardy as shown by otlicial reports 
from Generals Pershing and Bliss, 
was graphically pictured to members 
of the senate military committee to- 
day at their regular weekly confer- 
ence with war depaitment officials.

The children's bureau of 
the 


United States department of labor 
has announced the number of lives 
each state is asked to save in the 
campaign to save 1QO.OOO babies and 
voung children during children's year 
beginning April 6. 
Announcement 


of the purpose to wage such a cam- 
paign was made some time ago by 
the children's bureau and the child 
welfare department of the woman's 
committee of the council of national 
defense, and the response, which has 
surpassed all expectations, indicates 
that efforts to promote the health 
and welfare of children are to be 
more vigorous this year than ever 
before. 
The children's bureau will 


provide a record-card which will be 
arranged in duplicate so that one- 
half can be sent into the children's 
bureau and one-half kept bv the par- 
ents. 
The record will be filled out 


by trained physicians and nurses in 
many places, but if parents cannot 
take_ their children to an examining 
station they can secure cards and 
make ths record themselves. 
The 


record card will show the fair stand- 
ard for children of a given age and 
parents can judge for themselves 
where their children stand. Should 
there be any great divergence from 
this standard it is a warning that 
the children's health should be given 
medical consideration or should be 
carefully looked after.
